MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1971. 


The  population  of  Letchworth  again  increased  and  again  this 
was  due  to  movement  into  the  town  rather  than  increase  in  births. 
The  birthrate  continued  to  decrease.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  increased. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  showed  a  slight  but  not  significant 
increase  although  again  the  number  of  stillbirths  decreased  being 
considerably  lower  than  the  rest  of  the  county  and  the  country  as  a 
whole. 

The  death  rate  from  all  ages  and  from  all  causes  remained 
considerably  lower  than  the  remainder  of  the  country. 


Again  no  deaths  were  caused  by  tuberculosis  and  there  were 
no  serious  outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease.  The  state  of  the  public 
health  in  Letchworth  remained  most  satisfactory.  No  maternal  deaths 
in  pregnancy  and  childbirth  occurred.

The  Health  Education  programme  was  greatly  expanded  during 


A  working  party  was  set  up  during  the  year  to  discuss  ways  in 
which  general  health  education  could  be  further  developed  and  a  monthly 
clinic  display  programme  formulated.  The  working  party  has  met  at 
regular  intervals  and  allowed  increased  communication. 


There  has  been  increased  contact  with  Toachor  Centres  and  this 
resulted  in  a  two  day  conference.  Health  education  was  also  featured  in 
the  North  Hertfordshire  In-Sorvico  Programme  for  teachers  and  a  full  day 
on  health  education  is  planned  for  1972.  In  addition  various  discussion 
groups  within  the  teacher  centres  have  been  hold  on  the  subject  of  drugs 
and  venereal  diseases. 


Advice  has  been  given  to  schools  on  health  education  within  the 
school  curriculum  and  a  special  programme  for  fifth  and  sixth  formers  was 
introduced  and  evaluated.  This  was  concerned  with  the  attitudes  and 
behaviour  affecting  health. 


Two  experiments  into  motivation  of  mothers  to  accept  health  educa' 
were  carried  out  as  a  pilot  study  in  maternal  attitudes. 


Publicity  campaigns  on  venereal  disease,  smoking  and  health, 
mental  health  wore  carried  out  in  a  number  of  factories.  As  a  result, 
talks  wore  given  on  subjects  of  personal  hygiene,  food  handling  (in 
conjunction  with  the  public  health  inspector ), venereal  disease  and  mental 
health. 
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Talks  have  been  given  to  various  groupo  Y(n*»-tt  wi»Qg#  Women ' s 

Clubs,  the  elderly,  St  John  Ambulance  Association,  Parent  Teacher  Assucic’J  Wio  > 
Youth  Clubs,  etc*  Topics  included  health  and  hygiene,  accident  prevention,  drug 
addiction  (in  the  form  of  panels) smoking  and  health,  mental  health  and  venereal 
disease.  There  has  been  increased  involvement  with  the  Home  Safety  Committees  for 
the  area. 


An  anti-smoking  clinic  was  started  during  the  year  as  a  pilot  experiment 
with  a  view  to  offering  a  service  for  general  practitioners  to  refer  patients  who 
wish  to  give  up  smoking  basically  on  health  grounds.  It  was  decided  to  run  this 
clinic  for  one  year  in  alternate  months  and  this  project  was  evaluated  through  the 
year*  In  view  of  its  sucess  on  a  group  basis  it  was  decided  to  run  a  pilot  clinic 
for  overweight  women,  again  to  offer  a  service  for  general  practitioners  and  hospi tnl 
consultants  to  refer  patients  who  needed  to  reduce  weight  and  in  the  case  of 
consultants  particularly  prior  to  operation.  One  feature  has  been  that  the  group 
referred  are  mostly  middle-aged  and  upwards  and  many  aspects  of  health  education 
have  been  discussed  within  the  clinic  setting.  The  demand  has  been  overwhelming 
and  has  necessitated  establishing  a  second  clinic  to  relieve  the  waiting  list  with 
the  Stevenage  area  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  third  clinic  at  Letchworth  and  a 
fourth  in  Hitchin  will  be  necessary. 

It  is  my  view  that  the  future  role  of  health  education  liesia  .group  and 
community  projects.  In  many  areas  voluntary  groups  are  providing  varied  activities 
appropriate  to  particular  needs.  Health  education  has  a  major  role  within  these 
groups  and  some  attempt  at  do-ordination  of  local  authority  and  voluntary  agencies  01 
all  matters  of  health  education  would  be  desirable.  There  is  at  the  present  time  a 
mutual  lack  of  awareness  of  roles  which  has  created  duplication  of  effort. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  public  health  and  health  and 
welfare  staff  in  Letchworth,  including  those  concerned  with  administration  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1971 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fifth  annual  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  year  has  again  been  one  of  considerable  activity  and  due  to  the 
pressure  of  work  much  of  the  routine  work  has  had  to  be  deferred  and  priority 
given  to  urgent  matters. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  141  dwellings  and  82  were  completed 
for  private  owners. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  improvement  of  older  properties,  120 
standard  improvement  grants  were  made  and  12  discretionary  grants  made  at  an 
average  cost  per  dwelling  of  £428.06.  In  addition  123  Council  owned  dwellings 
were  improved  at  an  average  Council  contribution  per  dwelling  of  £529.88. 

The  increased  number  of  standard  improvement  grants  made  was  mainly  due 
to  landlords  applying  for  qualification  certificates  under  the  Housing  Act 
1969.  To  convert  a  controlled  tenancy  to  a  regulated  tenancy  and- charge  a 
higher  rent  a  landlord  must  obtain  a  Fair  Rent  certificate  from  the  Rent 
Officer.  In  order  to  qualify  for  this  the  Council,  on  the  application  of 
the  landlord,  must  certify  that  the  dwelling  is  provided  with  all  the  standard 
amenities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  its  occupants  and  is  in  good  repair,  having 
regard  to  its  age,  character  and  locality. 

The  extra  work  involved  placed  a  heavy  burden  on  all  members  of  the 
Department,  but  the  only  delays  in  the  issue  of  the  quail  fir.  e.t  ion  oorli  f!.nato^ 
were  due  to  difficulties  in  gaining  access  to  the  premises. 

The  premises  occupied  by  Commonwealth  and  other  foreign  nationals  were 
visited  regularly  and  this  has  resulted  in  multi-occupation  being  kept  under 
control.  It  was,  however,  found  necessary  to  serve  one  Direction  under  Section 
19  of  the  Housing  Act  1961. 

There  were  only  a  few  cases  of  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  reported  in 
the  district.  In  all  the  cases  reported  the  caravans  were  stationed  on  the 
highway  and  the  Police  were  able  to  effect  their  speedy  removal.  The  Council  s 
residential,  caravan  site  in  Orchard  Way  was  closed  in  July  and  the  site 
cleared. 

Work  on  enlarging  an  existing  residential  caravan  site  in  the  Hitchin 
Rural  District  Council's  area  commenced  during  the  year  and  a  site  licence 
was  issued  to  the  site  operator  for  that  part  of  the  enlarged  site  which  is 
situated  within  the  area  of  the  Letchworth  U.D.C.  Ownership  of  the  existing 
private  caravan  site  changed  during  the  year  and  the  new  owners  applied  for 
planning  permission  to  enlarge  the  site  but  this  was  refused,  and  the  owners' 
appeal  to  the  Ministry  against  this  decision  has  not  yet  been  heard. 

Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  53/71  from  the  Department  of  the 
Environment,  which  assured  Local  Authorities  operating  smoke  control  pro¬ 
grammes  that  adequate  supplies  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  would  be  available, 
the  Council  decided  to  re-activate  the  smoke  control  programme  and  it  is 
hoped  to  make  a  start  on  No.  3  Are a  in  1972. 

The  graphs  show  the  reduction  in  smoke  and  S02  recordings  taken  over 
the  years  1964  to  1971.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  recordings  show  a  con¬ 
sistent  reduction  in  sulphur  dioxide  emissions,  particularly  the  central 
station  recordings.  The  probable  explanation  for  this  reduction  is  that 
many  private  houses  have  been  converted  to  gas  central  heating  and  gas  is  a 
sulphur  free  fuel. 
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There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered, 
a  total  of  127,354  compared  to  100,322  in  1970.  The  number  of  cattle  and 
sheep  slaughtered  declined  and  in  September  ceased  altogether  as  a  result 
of  a  change  in  policy  by  the  Company.  To  ensure  100$  inspection,  it  was 
necessary  for  some  overtime  to  be  worked,  but  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
management  of  the  abattoir,  it  was  kept  to  a  minimum.  The  percentage  of 
condemnations  in  all  categories  continued  to  decrease,  tuberculosis 
infections  in  pigs  have  fallen  to  negligible  proportions  and  no  tuberculosis 
infections  were  found  in  cattle. 

During  the  year  the  poultry  processing  plant  closed  and  the  business 
transferred  to  other  premises  in  the  London  Area. 

Milk  and  ice-cream  and  other  food  and  drugs  were  sampled  during  the 
year  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  from  a  total  of  104  samples,  adverse 
reports  were  made  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  two  cases. 

A  considerable  number  of  complaints  were  received  that  articles  of 
food  purchased  from  retailers  were  out  of  condition,  mouldy  or  contained 
matter  foreign  to  the  particular  product.  All  these  cases  were  fully 
investigated  and  when  necessary,  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  retailer 
and/or  manufacturer  concerned. 

There  were  four  successful  prosecutions  all  taken  under  section  2  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955*  which  resulted  in  fines  totalling  £105  being 
imposed  on  the  defendants. 

Some  complaints  were  received  of  noise  nuisance,  both  domestic  and 
industrial,  but  all  were  of  a  minor  character  and  only  informal  action  was 
necessary. 

Routine  visits  were  made  throughout  the  year  to  premises  coming  within 
the  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963,  and 
various  defects  and  omissions  found  were  remedied.  It  can  be  said  that  the 
general  standard  is  good. 

Routine  rodent  control  wprk  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year  and  I 
have  to  report  that  there  was  once  agdin  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
number  of  properties  infested  with  rats  and  mice.  A  probable  reason  for 
the  increase  was  the  extensive  demolition  works  carried  out  for  the  Town 
Centre  Redevelopment  Scheme. 

There  was  also  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  wasps  nests  destroyed, 
a  total  of  353  compared  to  a  total  of  153  for  1970. 

Visits  were  made  to  all  premises  in  y/hich  a  licence  to  keep  petroleum 
spirit  had  been  granted  to  ensure  that  the  conditions  attached  to  the 
licence  were  being  observed.  One  incident  involving  a  minor  leakage  of 
petroleum  spirit  was  reported  but  prompt  action  by  the  licencee  prevented 
any  risk  to  public  safety. 

The  Department  has  had  another  busy  year;  new  legislation  continues 
to  be  made,  resulting  in  the  amount  of  work  being  continually  increased 
and  the  scope  widened.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  loyal  support,  and  also  the  officers  of  all  other 
Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in  matters  of  common 
interest.

The  last  report  of 
the  Company  gave  the  fluoride  content  as  less  than  0.2ppm. 

(c)  There  is  no  pi umbo  solvent  action.  The  supplies  from  the  private 
bores  and  wells  are  kept  under  observation  and  are  sampled. 

(d)  Y/ith  the  excoption  of  Roxley  Court,  two  houses,  a  petrol  filling 
station  and  a  cafe  at  Jacks  Hill  to  the  south  east,  all  the  pro¬ 
perties  in  the  Urban  District  are  provided  with  a  direct  piped 
supply  of  water  from  the  Company’s  mains. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Work  was  completed  on  the  extension  to  the  sewage  disposal  works  during 
the  year. 


There  are  none  within  the  Urban  District. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  whole  of  this  work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor.
